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Ninth Carnival resembles first 
in name only 


The Sir George Winter carnival to- 
day is a far cry from its humble origins 
of only nine years ago. 

That carnival operated entirely on a 
budget which would barely suffice to 
keep the petty cash of this one solvent. 
Carnival today is big business — oper- 
ating on a budget of 17,000 dollars, of 
which only, 1,700 is supplied by the 
student government of the university, 
Carnival requires almost constant at- 
tention from the students who look 
after its finances. 

But Carnival has not only grown 
monetarily; it has increased its scope 
— and its appeal — in almost every 
area. 

The first variety show is as similar 
to today’s as an Austin 850 is to a 
Cadillac limousine. Operated on a bud- 
get of nothing, performed in Birks hall 
with student talent only, that variety 
show was a world away from today’s 
Place des Arts extravaganza. 

Carnival’s growth in this area has 
been remarkable even in the last year. 
Several years ago professional talent 
was introduced to the variety show for 
the first time — today stars of inter- 
national renown perform in the show. 

The first professional brought in was 
folk singer Josh White; this year the 
Dave Brubeck quartet and Dick Gre- 
gory will be the stars of the show. 

A key factor in the growth of the 
carnival, says chairman Stan Magidson, 
is the fact that carnival committees 
have learned, and benefitted from their 
predecessors mistakes. 

The first car rally was introduced as 
a minor attraction and a gimmick of 
the fifth winter carnival and has now 
grown to one of the carnival’s five 
major events. 

Scoring the results of the car rally 
was always a tedious and long business 
(up to four hours at times). This year’s 
rallyists will be scored by computer 
and informed of their standing twenty 
seconds after they arrive at the final 
checkpoint at the Vaudreuil Inn. 

Another key area of growth this year 
has been in the evening division. For 
the first time Carnival has an Evening 
chairman and staff from the evening 
division of the University. 

Carnival has not only grown until 
today’s version is almost indestinguish- 
able from the original; in many cases 
fat has been trimmed and certain 


events, which proved unpopular in the 
past, have been cancelled. 

Notable among these is the snow 
sculpture competition — which pre- 
sented a particular problem because of 
the lack of a campus and the carnival 
parade, which drew only a small res- 


ponse from students last year. 

Carnival has more than doubled its 
length — from an original two days 
on the weekend to a full five day week 
today — and the distinction of being 
the major event on the Sir George so- 
cial calendar. 


Evening students take 
part for first time 


Evening students will be partici- 
pating in Winter Carnival for the first 
time in the carnival’s nine year history.

Cooperation with the evening stu- 
dents have been excellent according to 
carnival Chairman Stan Magidson. The 
ESA, the student government of the 
evening students has even contributed 
financially. 


The ESA kicked in $500 to meet 
carnival expenses. This compares with 
$1200 given to carnival by the student 
government of the Day division. 

Most of the money for the carnival, 
however is drawn from revenues from 
ticket sales and advertising in this car- 
nival book. 

Evening students are represented on 
the carnival committee and according 
to members of the committee have 
made a definite contribution to the 
success of this year’s carnival. 

The only event which evening stu- 
dents may not be able to take part in 
is the day up north, which has been 
scheduled for a weekday at Mont 
Habitant and conflicts with most 
evening students, work.

How the Queen is chosen 


Most Georgians know that each year 
they are given the opportunity to vote 
for one of the five girls chosen as 
Carnival Princesses and that the winner 
of this public opinion poll becomes 
the Carnival Queen for that year. 


Few, however, are aware of the ex- 
haustive process that is gone through in 
order to find that single girl who 
possesses the attributes of a Queen. 
After all, you don’t find queens by 
placing ads in the help wanted columns 
of the local dailies. 


The method chosen by this year’s 
carnival committee allows for a maxi- 
mum of forty nominess who are pared 
down to the final five princesses from 
whom the entire student body then 
chooses the Queen. 


A committee composed of prominent 
business men, members of the Univer- 
sity faculty and administration and 
several members of the carnival com- 
mittee serve as judges of the forty 
nominees. They are assisted in this 
pleasant task by last year’s Queen, in 
this case Louise Ely. 


The judging committee first reduces 
the field to 10 possible candidates and, 
after further, more extensive interviews 
names the final five eligible to be the 
reigning monarch of the Sir George 
Winter Carnival. 


It is then that Georgians exercise 
their right to choose the school’s 
loveliest maiden. The princess with the 
most votes is named Queen of the 
annual winter bash and crowned during 
the variety show at Place des Arts. 


At all stages in the determination of 
the five princesses the judging com- 
mittee considers intellect, personality, 
and poise as well as appearance. Also 
considered by the committee is how 
the candidate will perform as queen 
during the six days of the winter 
carnival. 


The carnival queen’s duties are ex- 
tensive throughout the Carnival period, 
when she is required to make numerous 
appearances at all carnival events. In 
addition, the carnival Queen tradition- 
ally, though unofficially, represents sir 
George womanhood to the world. 


But, if the work is hard, the fringe 
benefits are good — the Carnival 
Queen receives an all-expense paid 
trip for two to Sunny Florida, as well 
as numerous other gifts.

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Variety Show 


Tonight is the night that the whole 
school looks forward to each year — 
the night that kicks off a wonderful 
week when everyone tries to be as bad 
as possible and everyone will be ex- 
cused for it. 


Tonight is the night that one happy 
girl will begin the most exciting twelve 
months of her life as she is crowned 
Carnival Queen on the stage of Place 
des Arts. 


Tonight is the night for music and 
comedy — music and comedy on the 
top level as supplied by the Dave Bru- 
beck Quartet and Dick Gregory. 


The famous quartet comprises Dave 
Brubeck himself, at the piano — a 
Baldwin piano supplied by Ed Archam- 
bault & Co. because Brubeck refuses 
to play on any other; saxophonist Paul 
Desmond; bassist Eugene Wright and 
Joe Morello on the drums. 


The group plays a wide variety of 
arrangements. In Brubeck’s own words, 
“We try to explore the whole area of 
our musical heritage — from African 
drum batteries to Bach, Jelly-Roll, 
Stravinsky or Parker. As human beings 
we try to explore the whole area of 
human emotions. Our task as jazz im- 
provisers is to translate emotions into 
a musical language which deepens our 
understanding and awakens our senses.” 


The quartet views the audience as a 
sort of fifth member of the group. 
“How an audience chooses to play its 
part is determined anew each time 
musicians and listeners gather  to- 
gether,” says Brubeck. 


He sees the first task of a jazz per- 
former as unifying the audience so it 
becomes an entity. “Once this unity of 
feeling is established, we can begin to 
share a creative experience. The im- 
provisers become the articulate voice 
of the group. This inspired moment of 
unity is the purpose of jazz. It is the 
moment we may or may not find in 
this performance — but it is the reason 
we are here.” 


Paul Desmond took up the alto sax 
at the age of 19 as a member of the 
23rd AGF band stationed in San Fran- 
cisco. Though he only played with 
Brubeck once before the war, their as- 
sociation goes much further back than 
the Dave Brubeck Quartet. 


“ 


Says Brubeck of Desmond ; y 
Paul is one of the few true individuals 
on the instrument. Musicians will put 
one idol before them and think every- 
thing should revolve around this person, 


and that everyone should play his way 
and this curbs individuality. Paul’s 
big contribution is going to be that he 
didn’t play like Charlie Parker. He is 
himself — and that is more than 
enough.” 


Joe Morello is considered to be one 
of the greatest, if not the greatest drum- 
mer in jazz. He is held in high esteem 
by both fellow performers and fans. 
An unusual melodic and harmonic con- 
ciousness, combined with precision and 
sheer virtuosity, make him an_ ideal 
drummer for the Quartet. Though his 
technique is legend among young drum- 
mers who idolize him, he avoids bom- 
bast thinking of himself first as a musi- 
cian. This, if anything, characterizes 
Morello’s approach and explains the 
presence of so strong a percussionist 
in the delicately ballanced combo. 


Eugene Wright, newest member of 
the four, is a blues man. Despite his 
Own insistence that he just “minds his 
own business as a section man” (which 
he does superlatively), he has never 
ceased to improve his technique and 
his recordings with Brubeck alone at- 
test to an amazing versatility in poly- 
tonal and polyrhythmic playing. 


Dave Brubeck himself was born De- 
cember 6, 1920 in Concord, California, 
later moving out to his father’s cattle 
ranch. It is more than likely that Bru- 
beck would have preferred a rancher’s 
life, but his mother insisted that he and 
his older brothers learn to play the 
piano well enough to appreciate the 
classics. 


At 14, Brubeck was playing with 
local dance bands and doing his own 
arrangements. After university and the 
war, Brubeck continued to study music 
under Darius Milhaud, the man who 
encouraged him to stay in jazz as a 
career. Following the collapse of the 
Dave Brubeck Octet, which he formed 
with a group of fellow Milhaud stu- 
dents, he organized the Trio. Hardly 
able to make ends meet, the three 
struggled along until 1951 when Paul 
Desmond joined the group and inau- 
gurated the now famous Quartet. 


In 1954, Brubeck’s picture adorned 
the cover of Time magazine, and from 
then on in, things were looking up and 
up. There followed TV scores, a mu- 
sical, summer tent shows, thousands of 
miles and Carnegie Hall. Brubeck now 
has a house in Connecticutt, six chil- 
dren between the ages of 17 and 3, 
and little time to pursue his multiple 
interests. 


Dick Gregory 


Dick Gregory is a negro comedian 
who believes that laughter is a cry 
turned inside out. 


Since becoming a national celebrity 
in 1961, his career and his life have 
grown together so that the man and 
the comic have become indistinguish- 
able. 


Gregory is a negro comedia. There 
was a time when it appeared to him 
that he might best fulfill his role by 
earning an acceptance as a “funny- 
man” regardless of his colour. 


As his career progressed, experience 
proved to him that all attempts to rise 
above his colour were simply an excuse 
to avoid the situation profitably. 


Dick Gregory is a man who gives 
of himself. No other entertainer with 
such an opportunity to ride the wave 
of popularity has given so much of 
himself, his energy, his time, his talent, 
his earnings; all to a cause in which 
he believes. 


Many entertainers offer to aid at 
benefits — to appear. Many entertainers 
offer to boost spirits at Christmas, to 
make children laugh in the hospitals 
of the world. However these people 
offer their personalities. 


Dick Gregory offers his person. 


Dick Gregory believes that his per- 
sonality required that he become a 
person first. On what he has chosen to 
call the “front line” he has found that 
person. He found +a person who be- 
lieved in protest, a person who requires 
shouting America’s problems, and not 
whispering them. 


This comedian has an excellent wit, 
But the thing about his humour that 
makes him so popular is that he deals 
in truth. He is a negro who pokes at 
the negro problem. He is a negro that 
jokes about negros to negros, and in 
doing so he makes the world laugh. 


And he also makes the world wake up.

Rev the engine, pop the clutch 


Once again it is time to take the 
sports cars out of mothballs (if you 
have one in that condition) or, for most 
Georgians, to beg borrow or steal one 
in which to win the annual Sir George 
winter rally, one of the highlight events 
of Winter Carnival. 

Actually even that much effort is not 
needed says, John Elliott chairman of 
the rally. All you have really need of, 
says he, and he should know, is a 
vehicle with four wheels, an accurate 
odometer, (that’s the part that tells you 
how far you’ve gone), and a navigator 
who can read and do grade four arith- 
metic. 

Pretty girl friends will prove a handi- 
cap unless thoroughly tested for the 
above attributes. 

The route of the rally, starts from 
the Fairview shopping centre and winds 
up at the Vaudreuil Inn for the lucky 
few who make it. If previous rallies 
are any indication, few will make the 
whole route. 

Approximately ninety miles long, the 
rally route is, and will be, a deep dark 
secret until each team is handed a set 
of instructions and sent on their merry 
way through the wilds of the Western 
tip of the island. 

Date for the rally is Thursday Feb- 
ruary 10, 1966, with the first driver- 
navigator team hitting the road at 5 
p.m. 
The rally is a novice affair, designed 
primarily for the automatic trans- 
mission, power steering types who have 


rarely been on roads less smooth, or 
routes less difficult than the Laurentian 
autoroute. 

The instructions will be straightfor- 
ward and are expected to baffle only 
the freshmen who venture onto the 
route. 

Provisions have been made by the 
staff of the rally for any possible 
weather — if poor conditions prevail at 
the start of the rally the instructions 
handed out will incorporate lower 
driving speeds.

In any event the rally is expected 
to last from three to three and a half 
hours, regardless of conditions and 
offers the losers plenty of time to cry 
in their beer while the winners strut 
about and modestly proclaim to one 
and all that “it was nothing, easiest 
rally I ever saw.” 

An innovation in this year’s rally 
that has rarely been used even in pro- 
fessional rallies is the use of an IBM 
computer to score the various teams as 
they finish, with their complete score 
available to them within 20 seconds of 
the time they hand in their route cards. 

Manning the checkpoints will be 
members of the Montreal Sports Motor 
Car Club. Officials of the rally expect 
about 140 cars to participate in the 
rally and at an average of three

people per car that makes 420 people 
at the Vaudreuil Inn without counting 
the armchair enthusiasts who will un- 
doubtedly be sloshed to the eyeballs 
before the competitors start to roll in. 

All cars entering the rally will be 
checked for roadworthiness and should 
be equipped with snowtires, good lights, 
a horn that works, windshields wipers 
that windshield wipe and a flashlight. 
Since the route of the rally is only 90 
miles everyone entering a car other 
than a Cadillac will not have to refill 
with gas during the event. 

Cost of entering the rally is only two 
dollars and even if you win nothing, 
which is likely, you'll at least have a 
BP rally kit to take home to Mommy. 

If you do manage to shine among the 
140 entrants you'll take home the Sir 
George Carnival Car Rally trophy for 
first place as well as two Lucas driving 
lights, the Dow Trophy for the first 
overall winner and the Westmount 
Hobby shop rally wheel. 

The team in the second place rally 
car will be awarded a tire by Canadian 
Tire, the second place overall Dow 
Rally trophy and a rally wheel from 
the Westmount Hobby shop. 

Other prizes to be awarded to 
winners of the rally include a BA car 
battery, dinners at various downtown 
restaurants, a trophy for the first mixed 
driver-navigator couple and a trophy 
for the first Volvo to finish. 

The key point in the rally is that it 
is a test of driving skill — not a race. 
All cars start the rally from the same 
point and are timed into several check- 
points along the route. Points are given 
for late arrival at the checkpoint and 
the winner is the car that finishes the 
route in the time closest to that allowed 
for in the instructions, and with the 
least points. 

The instructions are planned so as 
to allow an average driver to finish the 
route in the specified time without ex- 
ceeding any local speed restrictions or 
violating any traffic laws. 

Naturally the instructions won't be 
as clear cut as a road map but with a 
little intelligence and a lot of imagina- 
tion any one can win. 

An axiom of car rallying states that 
any two friends who work together 
on a rally team will end up hating each 
other because of all their fights about 
which roads to take etc. The moral — 
rally with your best enemy.
